wm. H. Vanderbilt, the American Roth- 
schild. 


The recent attempt of the New York Social- 
ists to destroy Wm. H. Vanderbilt naturally ex- 
cites renewed interest in that modern Croesus. 

Wm. H., is the oldest son of the late Commo- 
dore Cornelius Vanderbilt. He was born at 
the summer residence of his father, New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., and, after an excellent ana prac- 
tical education at Columbia College Grammar 
School, he entered, in his eighteenth year, the 
financial house of Drew, Robinson &Co., New 
York, where he exhibited such industry and 
executive ability that, on the expiration of 
two years, he was offered a partnership. The 
close confinement, however, having begun to 
prey upon his health, he determined to take up 
farming as a means of recuperation; and, the 
Commodore having bought him seventy-five 
acres of unimproved land on Staten Island, he 
at once took his young wife there, and set to 
work with such skilland energy that he not 
only cleared the seventy-five acres, but soon 
had a larger tract purchased and 350 acres un- 
der crop. 

Shortly after this period, the Staten Island 
Railroad Company became embarrassed, when 
Mr. Vanderbilt and his Uncle Jacob, entering 
the management, relieved the road of its difi- 
culties and improved its prospectsin a marked 
degree. The experience acquired here gave 
the subject of our portrait such an insight into 
railroad affairs, and so advanced him inthe 
opinion of certain capitalists anda stockholders, 
that, in 1864, he was elected Vice-President 
of the New York and Harlem, and, in 1856, of 
tne Hudson River Line, which under his man- 
agement became so prosperous that he was 
unhesitatingly recognized as not only a rail- 
road manager of profound knowledge and ex- 
perience, but worthy the confidence of the 
Commodore to the tuliest extent. It was now 
plain sailing until the death of his father, 
when, as all the world knows, he suddenly be- 
came possessed of untold wealth. 

In 1841, Mr. Vanderbilt married Miss Kissan, 


ments. This union has been blessed with nine 
children, eight of whom are stiil alive, com- 
prising a most interesting and charming family 
of sonsand daughters, all finely educated. 
He has made various visitsto Europe, where 
he has purchased numerons works of art for 
the adornment of his home on thisaide of the 


Atlantic. His charities and pub@c spirit are 
not unworthy his vast wealth, although he 
does not seem to court notoriety through 
these channels. This may be inferred from 
the fact that,notwithstanding he had defrayed 
the whole cost of the removal of the obelisk, 
Cleopatra’s Needle, from Alexandria, Egypt, 
to ita site in Central Park, New York, it was 
some time before the public was made aware 
of the circumstance. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is now 60 years of age, and is 
stil] hale and active. When in New York he 
spends muchof his time with his family and 
the few friends that he has selected from 
among his many acquaintances. In private 
life he is frank, Open and generous, but 
always has an eye to business. He iooks upon 
the present railroad wars with the greatest 
complacency, observing simply that they are 
not his wars. There is nothing about his dress 
or general appearance to distinguish him from 
an ordinary American gentleman. His hair 
was once dark, butis nowiron gray, and his 
side- whiskers large and flowing, altnough he 
wears no mustache. He is rather heavily 
uilt, and looks like a man who has yet many 
years betore him.

Was Money Used to Bribe Senators 
for the Passage of the Whisky 
Bill?

Exciting Debate—Senator Blair Cross- 
Examined—Ramored Resigna- 
tion of the Georgian 
Senators. 


Examination of Senator Blair. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The examination of 
Senator Biair was resumed this morning, 
Chairman Williams conducting the eXamin- 
ation. Witness said he early became inter- 
ested in the subject of an interoceanic canal 
and in that connection with the operations 
of De Lesseps. He thoucht,with proper policy 
toward Peru on the part of this country, her 
integrity of territory might be 
preserved and an aliiance with 
ber might be of great value to this coun- 
try. He believed inthe strongest assertion 


of the Monroe doctrine. The first interview 
with Shipherd took piace at his (Shipberd’s) 
offive, New York. Ex-Seuator Cragin inotro- 
duced them. Theinuterview was brief. The 
conversation was in substance that he (Ship- 
herd wanted to engage witness’ services 
in bringing the subject of the Peruvian Com- 
pany tothe attention of the State Depart- 
ment. Witness indicated he would see him 
(Sbipherd) later in regard toit. The second 
interview took place at Shipherd’s office about 
the 20th of July. Witness was under the im- 
pression Cragin was with him but went away 
again. Mostof the conversation took place 
between them when alone. The substance of 
it was, in effect, that Shipherd explained at 
great length the points of the Cochet claim 
and discussed the situation in Chili and Peru- 
vian affairs, with the probability that Chili 
would accept a money indemnity, and a de- 
sire on the part ofthose he (Shipherd) re- 
preseuted 0 assist Peru in raising the 
amount required,#using the Cochet claim 
as a basis of negotiation with Peru, and bya 
settlement of this kind to secure for the 
United States the incidental commercial ad- 
vantages which otherwise might go to foreign 
points. I understood it was desirable to 
enable Peru to secure the retirement of the 
Chuian foree from her territory and enable 
her to satisfy Chill’s demands for indemnity. 
It was my purpose to aid in accomplishing 
this result. 

Mr. Williams—Will vou please be careful to 
state to the committee your understanding of 
just what Shipherd wanted you to do? ~ 

He wanted me primartiy to examine his 
apers and give my opision upon them, 

but more particularly be desired me _ to 
ascertain the attitude of this Government 
towards Chiliand Peru. He wanted me to 
see the Secretary of the Navy and learn what 
thefpolicy of this Goverament would be. I 
thought it proper and right to do so. 

Witness understood our Government to as- 
sumethe position of warning away other 
powers. Witness was asked if he understood 
the Peruvian company expected to be able to 
furnish the amountof indemuities which Chili 
would demand and repiied there was no 
Peruvian Company at that time. “I supposed 
tnere was a sort of syndicate, gentlemen em- 
bracing those he bad mentioned to me as being 
interested inthe claim. ido not recall the 
names ofall. They are publishedina pros- 
pectus, I think.” 

Chairman Wiiliams then inquired in relation 
to the interviews of July 25 and 26 at Biaine’s 
home. 

Witness saw Biaine and told him some- 
thing in rejation to this matter, but said he 
did not care in so important a matter to 
transmit toShipherd the views of the de- 
partment, put desired Blaine to see Ship- 
herd and talk with him. Biaine readily as- 
sented,and the interview occurred the evening 
of the 25th. Biaine seemed full of the com- 
pany, and the interview was very 
brief, perhaps half an hour. The conversa- 
tion was general. Nothing was said by any 
one that was not heard by all. Witness could 
only give in general terms the subject matter. 
The conversation turned upon the 
probable policy of this Govern- 
ment, what attitude our Government would 
take, and whether its policy would 
be permanent and well understood. Blaine 
seemed to know something of the Landrean 
claim, butin regard to the Cochet claim, 
after it was explained to him, he raised some 
questions.At the interview the next{morning, 
lasting about an hour, Walker Biaine 
was there a short time and 
took partin the argument. The substance 
of the interview was a pretty thorough dis- 
cussion of the Cochet claim. Mr. Blaine 
made the point that itoriginated as a claim 
on Peru by a French citizen, and that Ship- 
herd could have no rights against Peru; that 
the Peruvians would not have that. The 
claim seemed merely an assignment to an 
American citizen. 

Shipherd asserted the claim was not a chose 
iniaction, but Was based upon actual prop- 
erty- Biaine then seemed to assent to the 
proposition; if it was as Shipherd repre- 
rented, that the American claim- 
ant would be eutitied to the 
kindly ofticees of his government, 
Blaine communicuted to us the substance of 
the instructions he had given Minister Huri- 
but@ and Minister Kilpatrick, and these in- 
structions, which, I am very sure, were com- 
miinicated to ua at that time, 
Shipherd said, were all that he desired. 

Mr. Biaine seemed quite clear from the 
previous history of the Landrean claim. It 
was one for which this Government could 

roperly exercise its good oflices, unofficially, 

n securing a hearing and adjudication by the 
Government of Peru. The Secretary did 
not consider the Cochet claim as entitled to 
the same consideration, because, he said, it 
was an assigoment.from a foreigner to an 
American citizen. Witness understood that 
Shipherd told Blaine that, for the purposes of 
negotiation with Peru, be (Shipherd) was 
authorizea to represent the Landrean claim; 
that, in fact, the Cochet claim was a prior 
lien and should take precedence. 

Mr. Belmont—lLiow do you reconcile that | 
with the letter of Robert Christy to Mr. 
Bialne, in which he states he is attorney for 
the Landrean claim and the only person 
authorized to act for it? 

Mr. Williams—If the gentleman will pardon 
me, I have but a question toask then I am 
through.

WASNINGTON, May 4 —Mr. Voorhees called 
up his resolution to appoint a committee to 
investigate whether any corrupt or improper 
influences had been used-or sought to be used 
on any Senator in favor of the bill to indefi- 
nitely extend the bonded period for whisky. 
Mr. Windom amended by directing the in- 
quiry as to whether any money had been 
raised to assist the passage of that bill, and, 
if so, how it was expended. 
Mr. Voorhees said he did not offer tbe 
resolution because he thought any such im- 
proper influence had been used or sought to 
be used, but because his name had been 
mentioned in this matter. He _ said 
nobody bad ever approached him, 
even remotely, in connection with that bill; 
that he bad made no secretof his position 
upon it and anybody could have known how 
he stood without any trouble. 
Mr. Bayard thought Voorhees’ character 
and reputation too high and too well-estab- 
lished to need any such vindication, and he 
hoped the committee would not befappointed, 
as he did not believe in public men taking 
any notice of such slanders. 

Senator Morrill said he didn’t believe there 
was any basis for the inquirv or need for 
the resolution, but he would 
vote for it because upon a resolu- 
tion to purchase some back numbers 
of Congressional Records from second-hand 
dealers, Senator Dawes created some stir by 
saying that it was a practice in Congress for 
members to sell copies of books printea by 
the Government to second-hand dealers and 
then vote to buy them back and thus keep up 
the trade. 

Senators Windom, Ransom and others said 
this was a serious charge and ought to be in- 
vestigatod; that it involved the honor of mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Ferry, as one who had served with 
Voorhees and on the same committee with 
him, bore testimony to his character and in- 
tecrity, and said he would vote against the 
resolution because he believed there was no 
need of it. 

Mr. Windom said he believed, from infor- 
mation brought to him, that a large sum of 
money had been raised to secure the pass&ge 
of this bill. He coud not prove it, but he 


believed it, and would like to see it 
investigated. If this bi'l passed, he 
believed it would afford a _ basis 
for a whisky ring in comparison 


with which the whisky ring of afew years 
ago would pale into insignificance. He was 
satisfied, however, there was nothing in any 
insinuation against Voorhees. 

Senator Beck bad never heard of any money 
raised to secure the passage of the bill, but if 
any had been, or there was reason to believe 
it had been, the matter should be 
investigated. Mr. Beck read a dispatch from 
Atherton, who was credited with making 
the original charge, just received, saying his 
remarks had been greativ exaggerated and he 
would publish the truth over his own 


signature. He declared in this dispatch 
he had never beard Mr. Voor- 
hees’ pame mentioned in connection 


with the bill by any lobbyist or anybody else. 
Mr. Beck thought the bill a good and proper 
one and said it had received the unanimous 
approval of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, the members of which were as 
honest and upright as Windom or any other 
Senator. He weuld support the bill 
and believed he could show it to bea good 
one, and he would say that the men who 
asked for the passage of that bill, whether 
they livedin Kentucky or elsewhere, are as 
honest as the Senator from Minnesota. 
(Windom). 

Mr. Harris said that the intimation or in- 
sinuation that Voorhees, or any member of 
the Finance Committee, could be improperly 
approached or tampered with was so absurd 
that he would not vote to dignify it by mak- 
ing it a subject of investigation. 

Mr. Windom obtained unanimous consent 
to withdraw his amendment,saying he would 
offer it as a separate proposition to investi- 
gate whether or not money had been raised 
to secure the passage of the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Ingalls the Senate indifi- 
nitely postponed Mr. Voorhees’ resolution, 
Mr. Windom stating that he would offer one 
to-morrow to investigate the matter of rais- 
ing money in behalf of the whisky bill. 

“fhe Voorhees resolution for a committee of 
investigation into the alleged corrupt and im- 
proper influences concerning the House bill 
now before the Finance Committee, amend- 
ing the laws in regard to distilled spirits in 
bonded warehouses, was taken up.

War - Path—The 

Nearly Over. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—In a Lordsburg 
dispatch it is positively stated that in the 
fight on the 29th between the Mexicans under 
Garcia and the Lotos band the Indians lost 
78 killed and all their stock. Locos was killed 
and 33 Indians taken prisoners. The Mexi- 
cans’ loss is stated at 27 killed and woounded. 
This information is from a reliable source, 
and if it is confirmed may be regarded 


as the death low to the 
present Indian outbreak, which has 
resulted so. disastrously to Arizona 


and New Mexico. A careful summary shows 
a total of 141 whites and Mexicans killed by 
the Indians during the past two weeks, 500 
head of stock killed and captured, and the 
destruction of $75,000 worth of property. 

A Tombstone dispatch says the Iadian ex- 
citement is completely quieted. Capt. Har- 
ris, of the First Cavalry and command, 
reached here to-day from Helm’s Ranch. No 
Indians are in the vicinity. Capt. Ilarris 
thinks all the hostiles escaped to Mexico. No 
hostiles are in the Dragon Mountains or any- 
where else within fifty miles of Tombstone. 

ON THE WAR-PATH. 

CHicaGO, May 4.—A Rawlins, Wyoming, 
special says: Itis stated the Shoshones and 
Bannock Indians at Wind River Agency, 120 
miles north of here, broke out upon the de- 
parture of the two companies from Wasakie, 
which is the agency post. Only a few men 
were left to garrison the post, while the two 


companies were sent to fight the 
Apachese. There are about 2,000 Indians on 
this reservation. All are splendid fighters 
and were excellent scouts under Gen. Crook 
in hig campaign of 1876 and ’77 against the 
Sioux and Cheyennes. There are several the- 
ories of the cause of.:their outbreak, one 
that the killing of Ute Jack 
incensed them. Army officers, however, 
betieve they were ready to fight, and simply 
took advantage of the absence of the troops 
to take the war-path and leave the reserva- 
tion. Noconfirmation or contradiction of the 
report is obtained vet, but the best informed 
are uneasy and apprehend the report is true. 
ALMOST ANNIHILATED. 

CTIICAGO, April 4.—Gen. Sheridan has no 
official information regarding the outbreak 
reported to have occurred at Wind River 
Agency among the Bannocks and Shoshones. 
Hehas, however, official dispatches from 
Col. Forsythe, dated Apri! 30, confirming 
news that thirteen Indians were 
killed at Horse-Shoe Canon in the fight on 
the 20th, and seven killed by Capt. Tupper 
on the 20th of April; also Col. Garcia, with 
a colum of Mexican troops, on the 20th ate 
Forsythe was pursuing 
and killed seventy-eight and took thirty-three 
prisoners. Forsythe says he returns at once 
to Separ, sending three companies of the 
Sixth Cavalry, under Capt. Tupper, via Gay- 
lordsville. He also says that the Indian band 
has been almost annihilated. 

CHASING A COURIER. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 4.—A Tucson dispateh 
says: A Government courier arrived here this 
morning with dispatches, and reports finding 
Indians about 35 miles from Deming. They 
chased him into Corrisville, where his horse 
gave out. Miners have come in from Tresh- 
ermanosa. They report about 125 Indians in 
that section.

He had shoved 
his bed against the door so that it could be 
opened ouly a few inches and then shot him- 
self through the head witha bulldog revolver. 
The ball was found under the bed. The shot 
was heard by some neighbors in a saloon 
across the street at 2.4. m., but did not wake 
any one in the house. 

‘Krueger had livedin the house three weeks, 
during which time he had been despondent, 
had drunk to excess, and had not paid his 
landlord any money. He spent his days in 
his rooms or the neighboring saloons. He was 
believed to be insane by the people in the 
house. He had taken out letters patent on 
January 31 fo: a fiving machine, about which 
he constantly talked. 

Mr. Harris said yesterday: *‘He went crazy 
over his invention and his pension. He must 
have been a fair specimen of a man before he 
drank so hard. He was a German of good 
education, 48 years old, and had served in 
the army. He was imprisoned in the South 
and claimed a pension. He depended on the 
expected pension to pay me for his board. He 
frequently talked about it and occasionaliy 
tinkered at his mode! of the flying machine, 
of which he was sometimes sanguine and 
sometimes despondent. He drank bard yes- 
terday, and weut to bed in lowspirits because 
he had heard no news from Washington. Be- 
fore shooting himself he broke up the model 
of the flying machine.”’ 

Krueger came to America from Prussia 
twenty-three years ago. He had lived in San 
Francisco and St. Louis. He delivered lec- 
tures in San Francisco on aerial navigation, 
and the manuscripts of his lectures were kept 
in aconspicuous piace in his room in For- 
syth street. 


Windows in Hot Weather. 
From Harper’s Bazar, 

Tamboured embrvidery on muslin or on 
net is the novelty for summer curtains. For 
simple sash curtains the sprigged or dotted 
patterns or those with large rings or daisies 
wroughtin them are used without borders, 
while for the fowing curtains there is a vine 
or striped border and scalloped edges down 
the inner sides and across the bottom. The 
square-meshed canvas or grenadine curtains 
are seen in manyof the handsomest resi- 
dences for both curtains—those fixed in shape 
next the sash and for the flowing curtains be- 
hind it. Thetrimming for these is insertion 
and lace; either Cluny or the antique lace is 
preferred, and sometimes the showy Russian 
iace is used. The scrim curtains have very 
much the same effect as grenadine curtains 
and are much less expensive. Colored em- 
broidery in artistic designs bas been added to 
these white curtains, forming sometimes a 
dado or else a border on two sides, and occa- 
sionally there are small figures wrought all 
over the curtain. For those who like more 
color the Madras muslins are commended, 
with their gold, olive or robin’s egg biue 
grounds, strewn with flowers of gay colors. 
These come in beautifully blended colors that 
give almost the effect of stained glass. Momie 
cloth, made of cotton, has taken the place of 
eretonne for cottage parlors and chambers, 
because it is found to be more durable. 

Cornices and lambrequins are abandoned. 
Poles of wood or gilt, with rings to which 
the curtains are attached, are used for 
curtains of a'l kinds, whether thin or 
thick, muslin or lace, cotton or damask. The 
rings are sewed directly to the hem at the 
top of the curtain, or else they are attached 
by little clamps that have been made fer this 
purpose. In the place of lambrequins, there 
are sometimes Valances, or the Queen Anne 
cap, made of a etraigbt width oi plush, felt 
or other stuff, simply edged with gimp or 
fringe, placed smoothly across the top of the 
window, and from beneath this fall the mus- 
lin or lace curtains.

A New and Novel Health Theory Ad- 
vanced in California. 
From the New York Times. 

After all that has been said concerning the 
influences of life in California, it is not a lit- 
tle surprising to learn that tbere should be 
foundelements of strength sullicent to ‘‘in- 
vigorate” u movement in that State having 
for its object the instruction of the people in 
the use of uncooked food. Among the avos- 
ties of raw sustenace are Mr. Isaac ktumford, 
of Bakerfield, and Mr. J. R. Hinde, of Fra- 
ternia, and it appears that they have been for 
some vears engaged in experiments prepara- 
tory to agrand attack against the ramparts 
ofthe ignorance and folly which compel 
‘‘women to waste their time in cooking, 
when they are so much needed to beautify 
the worid with flowers and make anew the 
Garden of Eden’ Mr. Rumford confesses 
that he had at first some doubt as to whether 
broken wheat, eaten raw, might not cause 
serious indigestion. On the contrary, he 
discovered in it, after a month’s trial, **some- 
thing superior to any bread he had ever 
seep, in pleasure to the taste, satisfying to 
the appetite, and, most of all, giving nour- 
ishment totne body.’? He calls this broken 
wheat ‘“‘grainia,’”’ and he says that a half 
pound of it, the market price of whichis 2 
cents, in addition to such fruits as may be 
procured anywhereinp the State for 8 cents, 
make a hearty meal for an adult, 
The list or fruits he recommends includes 
pears, apples, grapes, melons, and toma- 
toes. In setting forth the advantages to be 
derived from the adoption of such simple 
fare he calls special attention to the fact that 
chilis and fever cannot have an abiding place 
inthe home ofthe 1aw food eater. Fresh 
meatin any shape isruled cut of the menu, 
as is also milk, eggs, butter, sugar, and 
bread. Mr. Rumford almost makes one’s 
mouth water in his descriptions of ‘‘the 
pleasures of the table’ derived from gener 
ous suppers, composed exclusively of raw 
tomatoes. He and his boy, he avers, have 
often ‘*‘come in of an evening with symptoms 
of fever and ague,’’ and after a banquet of 
this kind “have retired to get up cured.” 
eed going the most conclusive proof of- 
fered by Mr. Rumford of the superiority of 
chopped wheat andfruits over “‘the world’s 
food,”’ is the success which has attended the 
physical development of oae of his childrea 
during tive years of steady diet uponit. The 
childj**has not had a day’s sickness during 
the time, and has grown in vigor and manly 
beauty.’’ From the remarks of Mr. Rum- 
ford we are led to suppose that ten cents per 
meal! is a liberal estimate of the cost of living 
on raw materials, the inference being that 
for this expenditure the “pleasures of the 
table’’ are greater than may be secured by 
indulgence in all the delicacies of the season 
from the Delmonico point of view. Two 
dollars and ten cents each pér week wil!l be 
sufficient for }uxuricus fare every day. The 
poorer Californians may doit at about a dol- 
lar.each. And it is at this point that the val- 
ue of the new system becomes the more 
strikingiy apparent. Knowing that, after a 
surcease of ten years, the Chinese will seek 
the Pacific slope in larger numbers than ever, 
it will strike all intelligent Californians that 
they must find some other means of driving 
them off than can be had. by legislation. 
Hitherto the simplicity and iaexpeusiveness 
ofthe Chinaman’s diet have made it a hope- 
less task to compete with him on that 
ground. Raw food solves the problem most 
effectually, and there is no reason why its 
use may notbecome general long before the 
doors of emigration are reopened.

ON the 23d of March last the Chief of Police 
of this city, shocked, pained and alarmed by 
the open and defiant way in which the gam- 
blers were pursuing their nefarious business 
in the face of the most stringent laws ever 
enacted in the State, issued the following 
ukase to the members of the felonious pro- 
fession: 

OFFICE OF CHIEF OF POLICE, ST. LOUIS, 
March 22, 1882. ——-——, Esq., No. —— 
street: Sin—You are hereby notified to close 
your gambling establishment before Monday 
morning, 27th inst., and keep it closed. In 
the event of a failure to comply with this 
notice. JZ wiil proceed against proprietors and 
playersunder the city ordinances with the UT- 
MOST POWERS at my command. 

Respectfully, FERD. B. KENNETT, 
Chief of Police. 

It is presumed that every keeper of a 
gambling-house in this city was served with 
acopy of this order. Mr. KENNETT followed 
itap with an interview with a reporter, 
which was published in the Globe-Democrat 
and never denied by him, in which he said, in 


response to the query, “How do you propose 


to proceed:’? 

‘*There will be no raiding. I will introduce 
the men and have others to wait on the outside. 
As they leave players and proprietors will ail 
be arrested and taken to the station-house, 
where the inside man can identify them. Of 
course Ido not intend to make public all my 
plans just now, but I will say there will not be a 
gambling-house running in St. Louis in a month. 
The cases willbe made under the city ordi- 
nances.’’ 

Following this determined proclamation, 
some of the large gambling-houses sus- 
pended business for twenty-four hours. 
In less than three days after 
KENNETT had declared his implacable hostil- 
ity to the business every gaming establish- 
ment in the city was open and ready to trans- 
act such business as the public was prepared 
to bestow. Mr. KENNETT did not keep his 
promise to arrest the patrons of the gambling- 
houses. Hecaused one petty tripot to be 
raided and thers his zeal ended. .The prom- 
ise to close every gambling-house in the city 
in one month was not kept. A number of 
them were in full blast last night, and there 
is no evidence that the Chief exerted himself 
to stop them. Perhaps the Chief has an ex- 
planation to make. 


IN every gentle Spring-time, when the 
daisies are budding and the industrious birds 
fill men with new hope as they sing at their 
labors, somebody starta the rumor that a 
new daily paper is to be established in St. 
Louis on the basis of what is known as the 
‘“‘Niedner Franchise.’? This time itis to be 
a Stalwart Republican organ torun opposi- 
tion tothe Globe-Democrat. It seems - that 
inthe early part of the war the now vener- 
able Mr. NIEDNER was engaged in publish- 
ing in this city adisloyal daily paper called 
the State Journal.

IN A NEW ROLE. 


Mr. Chauncey |. Filley Will Lecture on 
Civil Service Reform. 


Reminiscences of the Time When 
Henry Hitchcock Was Not 
a Reformer. 


What He Thinks About the Reapportion- 
ment—The Missouri Post- 
Offices. 


—_— 


Mr. Chauncey I. Filley haS been back from 
Washington tor nearly a week. A reporter 
called at his hguse this morning and hada 
long and interesting chat with him on the 
political situation in Missouri. There is no 
man in the State who has watcned the 
course of events 80 closely or 
who is able to form oy better 


judgment of political cause and effect than 
Mr. Filley. Itis he who reorganized the Re- 
publican party in Missouri, and it was his 


Garfield and Arthur, more than any other fac 

tor in the contest. He is couceded to be one of 
the best organizers in the country, and the 
fact that his services were not recognized by 
the Administration which he did so much to 
seat Was a matter of general surprise to the 
whole country. Mr. Filley is not looking well. 
He occupies continually an invalid’s chair, 
and he does not seem to be nearly as strong 
as he was when he left St. Louis for Washing- 
ton.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.—The long agony 
inthe House of Representatives was con- 
cluded to-day by the passage of the Congres- 
sional apportionment bill by a strict party 
vote. The entire day has been devoted to 
political speeches, and the amount of campaign 
buncombe wasted on the desert air would 
have been sufficient to last the next four 


debate was not without considerable acri- 
mony and personalities, and very harsh 
language was frequently used. Mr. Upton 
the Republican leader, made his first speech 
of the session, andin it concentrated all the 
logic and facts of the opposition.

In point 
of numbers alone the Democratic press of 
the State had declured in favor of 
an extra session. Then the Governor weak- 
ened still more and suggested that the Dem- 
ocratic Central Committee might take upon 
itself executive power and determine what 
was proper to be done in the premises. Even

of the Democracy declared against the ses- 
sion, but numbers alone counted again, and 
the Governor began to feel as though the 
Legislature must be called. The position of 
Goy. Crittenden on this matter, said 
Mr. Upton, reminds one of the conversation 
that Hamlet had with Poilonius, It was 
something like this:

Taere is not a lovelier sight inthe world than, 
when steaming into Hampton Roads some 
fine morning, one sees the huge, low-lying 
fort, with long lines of black-mouthed cannon 
showing grimly through the port-holes like 
bull-dogs showing their teeta, and two or 
three men-of-war lying out in the roads, and 
the immense verandaed and pagodaed hotel, 
almost in the water, and life and codpr and 
uniforms and pretty women everywhere. 
The point of land called Old Point Comfort is 
almost an island in mid-ocean, for it is only 
connected with the mainland by a narrow 
strip of sandy soil, and Hampton Roads is 
realiy agreatiniandsea. The Government 
owns al! of Old Point Comfort, and although 
the beautiful and costivy hotel pays nothing 
for the ground on whichitis built, and an 
act of Congress can give any onea plat of 
ground on which to put a cottage, yet at any 
moment the Government chooses everythiog, 
the gorgeous hotel, beautiful cottages and all 
can be swept remorselessly away, and in the 
event of a joreiga war probably would be. At 
the Hyveia one can go tishing out of the par- 
lor window, and it is actualiv necessary to be 
careful to keep from wuaiking overboard in 
the dancing pavilion, where the soft dash of 
the waves mingles charmingly with 
music from the band. ‘The fort 
itself is one minute’s walk from 
the hotel. You go out through the pi- 
azza to the shell road that constitutes the one 
street at Old Point, and after going fifty yards 
you turn into a little gate that leads over a 
foot bridge, and at the end of the bridge is 
the postern gate of the fort. It is the largest 
single fortification in the world, Gibralter 
alone covering more ground; but Gibralter 
consists of seven forts, while this is only one.

The Clergy in Council Discourse on Bishop 
Robertson's Address, 


This morning at 10 o’clock the second day of 
the Forty-third Convention ofjthe Episcopal 
Church of the Diocese of Missouri was inaugu- 
rated at Christ Church, corner of Thirteenth 
aud Locust streets. After devotional services 
and the reading ot yesterday’s minutes the 
reguiar work of the day was commenced. 


Thefeguiar standing committees were ap- 
pointe to serve for the following year. 

ResHlutions bearing upon the Bishop’s ad- 
dress last night were nexctinorder. The ques- 
tion of divorce and marriage, treated by the 
Bishop, was called attention to by Dr. Fulton. 
He thought that the clergy should be 
vested by the civil power with the authority 
of administering oaths. Under the present 
condition ot uffuirs all ministers of Missouri 
were placed in a very cramped = and 
embarrassing position. They were 
at times compelled to perform 
marriages about which they entertained 
fears as tothe propriety of so doing. They 
only had the statement ofthe interested par- 
ties, as to whether thev were legally entitied 
to marriage. He thought that Congress should 
be memorialized on the subject. 
fhe following is the resolution: 
Resolved, That the portion of 
the Bishop’s address which refers to the sub- 
ject of marriage he referred to a committee of 
which the Bishops shel! be chairman, :to con- 
siderand report to the next convention 
whether this diocese ougit not 
to memorialize the General Convention.

DIVORCE DISCUSSED. 


The Clergy in Council Discourse on Bishop 
Roubertson’s Address, 

This morning at 10 o’clock the second day of 
the Forty-third Convention offjthe Episcopal 
Church of the Diocese of Missouri was inaugu- 
rated at Christ Church, corner of Thirteenth 
and Locust streets. After devotional services 
and the reading ot yesterday’s minutes the 
regular work of the day was commenced. 

The reguiar standing committees were ap- 
pointed to serve for the foliowing year. 
Resolutions bearing upon the Bishop’s ad- 
dress last night were nextin order. The ques- 
tion of divorce and marriage, treated by the 
Bishop, was called attention to by Dr. Fulton. 
He thought that the clergy should be 
vested by the civil power with the authority 
of administering oaths. Under the present 
condition of uffairs all ministers of Missouri 


were placed in a very cramped and 
embarrassing position. They were 
at times compelled to perform 


marriages about which they entertained 
fears as tothe propriety of so doing. They 
only had the statement of the interested par- 
ties, ns to whether they were legally entitled 
to marriage. He thought that Congress should 


be memorialized on the subject. 
fhe following is the resolution: 
Resolved, That the portion of 


the Bishop’s address which refers to the sub- 
ject of marriage he referred to a committee of 
which the Bishops shell be chairman, «to con- 
siderand report to the next convention 
whether this diocese ought not 
to memorialize the General Convention. , 
* The chairinen of the committees of the last 
fiscalyear read their various reports. That 
portion of the Bishops address jalinding to in- 
temperance was called for by the Rt. Rev. 
President.

COTTON IS KING. 


Formal Opening of the New Ex- 
change To-Day. 


History of the Cotton Industry in St. 
Louis Related by Mr. Theo. 
Meier. 


Addresses by Ex-Governor Stanard, 
President Senter and Ex-Gov, 
Hubbard, of Texas.

Ceremonies Marking the Opening of the 
New Structure—A Festive 
Occasion. 


Promptly at half-past 10 o’clock the cere- 
moniesincident tothe removal! of the Cotton 


Exchange from the old quarters, 
on the northeast corner of Main 
and Chestnut streets, to the new and 


handsome building recently completed, on the 
southwest corner of Main and Walnut streets, 
were inaugurated by the rendition by Spier- 
ing’s String Band of the Kentucky Jubilee 
Song, a selection which was most appro- 
priate to the occasion. As soon as the 
last strain of the masic had died away, 
President William M. Senter stepped to the 
desk within the Secretary’sencioszure and with 
three sharp raps of his gave! called the assem- 
biy to order. He then introduced the orator of 
the occasion, Mr. Theolore G. Meier, who en- 
joys the distinction of having been the first 
president of the St. Lonis Cotton Exchange. 
ME. MEIER SPOKE AS FOLLOWS: 


Louis Cotton Exchange it becomes my pleas- 
ant duty to say a few words of fareweil on this 
occasion, and while I thank the officers and 
the Board ot Directors for their thoughtful- 
ness in appointing me to deliver the tarewell 
address, [I ask your indulgence if my remarks 
are lacking in the force of expression 
that abliler speakers would have had 
attneircommand, AslI said before, the tact 
that I was elected the first President of this 
body of enterprising and far-seeing merchants 
some nine years ago, upon the organization of 
this Exchange, no coubt induced my col- 
jeagues to cail upon me tor a few remarks, 
and I need not say to you thatI very much ap- 
preciate the comp!iment. But there is another 
fact connected with tie hi-tory of building 
tne Cotton Exchanve and mvself that makes 
me feel particulariy proud on this occasion. 
As a good many of you will know, this build- 
ing is anold landmark, and upon the site on 
which it stands oree stood a little two-story 
brick house, occupied as a store nelow, while 
the second floor was used as a modest dwe)l- 
ing by ny parents, and on this 
very ground I yassed the days of 
my childbood, little dreaming that I should be 
cailed on forty-two years later to address a 
number ot representative men of this city and 
of the neighboring cotton States, all identified 
with the greatinterior Commerce of the Mis- 
Sissippi Valley, and particularly with the 
cotton trade. 

THE FIRST REGULAR SHIPMENT OF COTTON 
came here as far back as 844, 1n which 
year the firm of which l am now 
a member engaged in the manufacture of cot- 
ton in astone building standing immediately 
in the rear of this one, the ground having been 
since condemned to open Commercial street. 
So you perceive that this house is closely 
identified with the earliest trade in the great 
staple commodity of this city. It may 
be said it is the house in which 
the cotton trade of St. Louis was born. 
I mention this not with the view ot boasting of 
the time we have been enyagedinthe cotton 
trade, but for the purpose of fixing a date 
from which to give you a shortand concise 
history of the growth of the commerce of this 
important staple. From 1844 to 1860 the only 
cotton arriving here came trom Memphis by 
boat gaud was only imported for local con- 
sumption, comprising 

ABOUT FIFTY BALES A WEEK. 
St. Louis in that period had but few railroads. 
The first road completed eastward was the 
Ohio and Mississippi Retlroad, opened for traf- 
fic, if lrememiber correctly, in 1857. We had 
no roads running South trom this city, either 
on the east or west bank of the Mississippi 
Kiver. The railroad system of the country was 
in its infancy. throughout the 
southwest and the South, and the early set- 
tlers naturally followed the trade courses, and 
hence the cuiture of cotton was principally 
pursued in the rich river valley. In fact there 
wasno other choice, as communication was 
nearly all by weter, and heavy treight could 
be moved in no other way. The valleys of the 
Mississippi, tne Arkansas, Red, 
Ouchitn, Yazoo, Sunflower and other 
rivers and of numerous sinail bayons poured 
out their enormous weaith with unfailiny recu- 
larity annually intothe lap of New Orleana, 
“here the shipping of all nations could be 


found every fall and winter, carrying off the 
much sought for long stapled cotton, to 
iuropean manufacturers. The crops of the 
country grew annuniiy, favored by a constant 
increase of popxlation and a rapid 
development of rail and water routes, but a 
sndden and abrupt change was brought about 
in the order of things upon the breaking out of 
our civil war. The production of cotton prac- 
tically ceased for four years. Blocka les, en 
bargoes,tnUitary lines,naval and miiitarv per- 
mits to move property, and athousand other 
annoyances to trade incidental to war times 
permitted what little cotton was on hand in 
tne Southern States to be Shipped only by 
circuitous routes and at vreat expense, and 
upon a reopening of the Mississippi Valley to 
navigation St. Louis, being favorably situated 
and having a number of railways running 
Kast, received a fair proportion of the war 
cotton. After the restoration of peace, the re-

Enterprising houses immediately wentinto the 
cotton trade and solicited consiziments of this 
| Staple, and the fuct began to dawn upon us

effurts were made, we ought to control 
a considerable share of this business, 
the more so as St. Louis was the most 


accessible and the cheapest market for plan- 
tation supplies. Yetthetrace in the years 
from 1866 to 1872 showed no material increase 

receipts ranging on!y from 18,000 to 26,000 bales 
per annum, batthis can be readily explained 
by the fact that crops were small and coulda 


not be other wise than small in 
a country but recently distracted 
bv internal war, prices consequentiy 


high and the manufacturers’ wants urgent,the 
usual cariying stock of cotton and cotton 
goods having been exhausted from 1860 to 1865. 
Hence shipments were hurried forward by the 
shortest and quickest routes to the spinner. 
At thattime we had no railroads tapping the 


fertile vaileys' of A) Kansas and the 
rich pl*ins of Texas, but upon the 
completion of the Iron Mountain Railroad 


to Tex»rkana and shortly afterwards the Mis- 
sourt, Kansas and Texas to Denison and other 
roads connecting with theminthe South and 
West, the growth of trade suddenly assumed 
greater proportion and we notice the toliowing 
gratitying annual increase in receipts:

creasing trade the necessity ot an exchange 
made itselffelt. A guardian was needed to 
watch over the grewing, youthful trade, in- 
terchange of thought and information became 


a necessity, and by organizing the Cot- 
ton Exchange, Dy whose authority 
rules and reguiations could be 


established ,the trade could only be benefitted 
and promoted. This movement took practical 
shape in the fall of 1873, when the following 
gentlemen met in my office during several 
evenings to perfect details, all of whom except 
one are now with us in good 
health and justly proudj of the success of the 
institution they organized nearly nire 
years ago. Lreferto Messrs. Senter, Marmu- 
duke, Phelps, Rowland, Ladd, Shryock, Wat- 
son, Bemis, Sells and Drucker. The body then 
organized was named 
THE COTTON ASSOCIATION OF 8T. LOU'S. 

It started with eighty-one members, each 
member paying $5 initiation fees and 
$20 annualdues. In the following year the 
name was changed to the St. Louis Cotton 
Exchange, and the same was incorporated un- 
der the general statute of the State, and the 
annual dues and initiation fees were raised to 
$50 each. We then occupied very modest and 
unpretending quarters on the third floor ot a 


building immediately north of the 
old Merchants’ Exchange, at a 
rent of $20 a month. In 1875 


more room was needed and we moved tothe 
present location. Our membership increased 
trom 80 in 1875 to 157 in 1880 and finally to 300 
in the present year, and while the annual dues 
remained at $50 the initiation fees were suc-

cessively raised from $50 to $250, then to $500, 
| and last year fo $1,000, and the application 
| for membership seemed to increase 

as the initiation fee increased, showing clearly 
that the benefit of being a member of this Ex- 
change is fully recognized and appreciated by 
our merchants in general. With sucha rapid 
| growth, it was self-evident that these rooms 
were totally inadequate to accommodate the 
members, and an imposing-looking building, 


with abundance of room and all con- 
venience, was needed at once. 
Our present esteemed Vice-President 


took hold of this matter with his accustomed 
energy, and he found associates of nerve and 
spirit, who immediately enlisted the active co- 
operation of capitalists here and abroad, and 
the result was thé erection of the new and 
elegant Cotton Exchange builaing at the south- 
west corner of Main and Walnut streets. Our 
association has passed through its infancy and 
growib, and pow stands full-grown and ableto 
take care of Itselt,and long may it prosper and 
thrive. Iecannotclose my remarks without 
reterring to 
THE SAD LOSSES CAUSED BY DEATH 

in onr body since its organization. Such men 
as Harlow J. Phelps, N. J. Calhoun, J. H. 
Dowell, C. N. McDowell, A. B. Garrison, J. B. 
Slaughter, Wyatt M. Brown and others still 
live in our memory and retain our 
triendsbip and esteem. Gvod fellowship 
and kind teeling have always prevailed in our 
midst,and while there have been differences of 
opinion, nothing has occurred in the life of 
the Exchange to create any animosity or to 
disturb the harmonious working ot our body. 
The numerous details of keeping the statistics 


and the records of the daily move- 
ments of cotton at this point 
have been ably guarded by your 


urbane and polite secretary, who has become 
a sort of cotton encyclopedia during the time 
he has been witb us, and who can answer any 
question pertaining to the article at short 
notice. Now, in parting from this old build- 
ing, so thoroughly identified with the birth 
and the growth of the cotton § trade 
of this city, let me wish you 
a continuance of the prosperity vou are now 
enjoying in your new quarters. May you con- 
tinue to grow in numbers, in influence and in 
usefulness. If the right spirit continues 
among youasithas done heretofore, if you 
keep up your energetic efforts to increase the 
trade, if you work hand in handin perfect 
harmony, if you set aside personal gain and 
profit for the advancement of the trade of 
this city, I can see no reason why 
we should not succeed in accomplishing what 
we originally intended shoulda be aceom- 
plished, and that is to make St. Louis the 
greatest inland cotton market in the United 
States. 

At the conciusion of Mr. Meier’s address, 
which had been frequently interrupted by ap 
piause, President Senter announced that the 
Asseinbly would form in line, with the Pres- 
ident and Board of Directors at the head of 
the procession, and §@march to the new Ex- 
change.
